QUAY AND BURNS. 


Governor Stone of Pennsylvania has 


appointed Quay United State* Senator 
from that State and Governor Oage of 
California baa appointed D. M. Burns 
to tbe same position and under tbe 
same circumstances. Both failed to 
be elected by the legislatures of their 
respective States and both were tbe 
representatives of tbe worst political 
element of their sections: Tbe Senate 
has on several occasions, within tbe 
last few years, rejected persons so ap- 
pointed, and it remains to be seen 
whether or not it will continue the ob- 
servance of tbe rale. It has been here- 
tofore held that no vacanos can be 
filled by gubernatorial appointment 
except in cases of death or resignation 
of the sitting member, and then only 
until tbe convening of tbe next legis- 
lature in tbe State from which snch 
vacancy occurs. The Senate has here- 
tofore taken the correct and tenable 
ground that tbe legislative is the 
only power authorized to select repre- 
sentatives to tbe upper house, except 
in anob oases of emergency as we bave 
mentioned, and if a legislature fails to 
do its duty in that respect, tbe State 
mast goffer the consequences. 


Quay, however, ia said to be ex- 


tremely confident of securing his seat. 
He doubtless bases his confidence up- 
on the Republican majority in the Sen- 
ate, which is sixteen over both the 
Democrats and Populists, If Quay is 
seated, so also will be Barns, as their 
cases are exactly similar in every re- 
speot. 
Both are corporation men, 


goldbugsand Dingley tariff supporters. 
If tney are seated it will be by the 
stultification of a majarity of tba Re- 
publicans in tbe Senate and an abso- 
lute reversal of tbe precedents estab- 
lished by that body. That, however, 
will not be a difficult task for members 
of a party which is itself the embodi- 
ment of stultification, in its present 
and past position npon tbe financial 
and territorial expansion questions. 
While probably qaite a number of Re- 
publican Senators will adhere to the 
rale, the chances are a good deal more 
than even, in-our opinion, for both of 
the gubernatorial appointees to be 
seated; and furthermore, if it should 
be a close vote it's dollars to nickels 
that both of the Nevada Senators will 
be found on tbe "aye" side when the 
roll of tbe Senate is called upon the 


Democrats 26, Populists 9, vacanoies 4. 
It the gubernatorial appointees from 
California, Pennsylvania, Delaware and 
Utah are admitted, it will add three to 
the Republican and one to tbe Demo- 
cratic list. Tbe two Senator* from 
Nevada are classed as Populists, the 
the Silver party of Nevada having 
•ever been beard of at Washington.

A BO,\UL> OF TRADE. 


The following from tbe Silver State 


is so applicable to a matter, tbe im- 
portance of which the JOUBNAL has en- 
deavored to impress npon tbe business 
men of Reno, that we publish it in fall: 


Every towu of any pretentious in 


California, Oregon and Washington has 
a Board of Trade, which is devoted to 
advertising tbe community, and inci 
dentally tbe resources of the State. The 
same 13 true in a lesser degree of Utah 
and probably Idaho. Nevada must 
come into close competition with these 
States if Phe is to get her share of tbe 
settlers who bave their eyes turned 
toward tbe west. 


It is not a question whether the 


towns of Nevada can afford to support 
Boards of Trade; it is a question of 
whether they can afford to be without 
them. If they are to secure their share 
of the settlers who have already started 
west, and who will come west by the 
train load during the next five years, 
they must show that they have induce- 
ments to offer to bring them here. 
Oomnumties in other States will not 
do this for Nevada towns. Nevada 
towns most do it for themselves. They 
cannot do it without some sort of 
organization for the purpose. Tb« 
only organization that can do it ia one 
of the nature of the Board of Trade. 


Snob organization need not be of a 


nature which will entail much expense. 
There need be no paid officers. 
It 


would be a simple and inexpensive 
matter for a number of business men 
of any Nevada town to get together 
two or three times a month to discuss 
plans for advertising their respective 
communities. Circulars could be sent 
to all parts of the Union, setting forth 
the resources of the several sections of 
the State and the ad vantage each holds 
for tbe bomeseeker. 


What is true of the individual com- 


munity is true of the State at large. 
Tbe State should be advertised. There 
should be some State organization for 
this purpose. It should not be organ- 
ized to furnish this or that needy in- 
dividual with a fat salary, but with one 
end in view and that to oall to the at- 
tention of tbe people of the east that 
Nevada has as much as any of the west- 
ern States to offer the home-seeker, if 
not more. Every dollar honestly and 
intelligently invested in this way would 
be returned to the State a hundred 
fold.
